Area residents armed their legislators with their personal 
feelings regarding increased rates for the Mass. Electric Co. and 
debated the fuel adjustment charge with a utility company public 
relations official at a meeting Monday night in the North Andover 
Middle School cafeteria. 

The meeting had been called by Rep. James P. Hurrell of North 
Andover, to allow local consumer to air their feelings on the utility 
costs. 

John R. Stevens, of the Mass. Electric public relations depart- 
ment, fielded the questions of the irate citizens for almost two 
hours. 

Hearings on the rate increases were scheduled to get underway 
at the State House Wednesday. 

Meanwhile, Congressman Michael Harrington of Salem, filed 
suit in Suffolk Superior Court Tuesday, seeking to recover $3,6 
million in fuel adjustment costs. Harrington claims the Mass. 
Electric Co., has overcharged consumers by using the fuel costs at 
its highest rate during a two month billing period. 

Monday night, after area legislators opened the session by pledg- 
ing their efforts to block rate increases, Stevens informed the 
group that the increased costs of producing electricity are passed

on to the consumer. 

He indicated that the fuel adjustment was based on the increased 
cost of fuel oil, which he said had risen from $2.0 a barrel last July 
to over $9 in January and some prospective costs of $14 per barrel. 

Fluctuation in fuel adjustment cost between a customer and his 
neighbor was questioned and Stevens said that the cost is pro-rated 
on the killowatt hours for which the customer is billed. 

Among significant complaints registered with the utility 
representative and the legislators, was the fact that the costs do 
not appear to be being passed on to the company stockholders. 

Stevens reported that dividends had been decreasing in recent 
years, but the answer was not satisfactory to the consumers. 

A pall of doubtful roars greeted the comment that Mass. Electric 
operated at an $800,000 loss during January. 

Still on the subject of fuel adjustment costs, Stevens told the 
doubting crowd that the utility was not making money on the cost 
passed on to the consumer, noting that in the past year the com- 
pany paid out $29 million in fuel and collected $23 million. 

One speaker asked that the company simply arrive at some equi- 
ty, indicating that in all fairness, there should not be as much as a 
$100 difference in costs between his bill and the next door 
neighbor’s for the same amount of power purchased. 

In response to a question from Walter Hughes relative to the cost 
of operation of the nuclear energy plant in Plymouth, Stevens said 
this cost was not reflected in local billings. 

Karl Haartz, an observer of the Andover scene, and also public 
utilities, addressed the group on a bill which will be before the 
legislative hearings which provides a scale for power use. Haartz 
said that the problem ‘‘was a tough nut to crack,”’ but a problem 
that would have to be met. 

Mrs. Edward Duchesneau of Haverhill, who is heading a con- 
sumer group in the fight against increased rates asked the support 
of those in attendance through signing petitions circulated during 
he meeting and also attendance at the state house hearings. 

Sen. James P. Rurak, of Haverhill, spoke on the matter and 
assured that he would carry the thoughts of those in attendance to 
the hearings, as did Reps. Gerard A. Guilmette, Nicholas 
Buglione, Arthur Sobil and State Senator William X. Wall. Wall in 
his brief remarks said the utility was getting too great a return and 
compared the action to the works of Jesse James. 

Rep. James P. Hurrell, summed up the feeling of the legislators 
at the conclusion by expressing appreciation for the attendance 
and expression of thoughts on the matter. He said the area 
legislators in attendance were agreed that they would take positive 
steps to correct inequities in current rate schedules and cost dis- 
tributions.

Milton Greenberg, who was 
returned to the board in the re-

developed by the Merrimack 
Wastewater Management Study 
will be available at the upcoming 
public meetings. The alter- 
natives comprise a range of con- 
ceptual wastewater management 
systems that have been prepared 
to renovate the domestic sewage, 
industrial wastes and 
stormwater runoff that have 
polluted the Merrimack River. 
‘‘We are developing the 
preliminary cost estimates for 
the study,’’ Colonel John H. 
Mason, Division Engineer for 
New England, said. ‘If they are 
ready, the costs will be made 
available before the meetings.”’ 
There are six alternatives for 
the fifteen communities covered 
by the Merrimack Valley Plan- 
ning Commission and another 
five alternatives for the nine 
member communities of the 
Northern Middlesex Area Com- 
mission. All are based on the 
State Implementation Schedule 
for Water Pollution Abatement 
which calls for Secondary treat- 
ment plants in Lowell, North An- 
dover, Haverhill and Amesbury. 
The wastewater management 
alternatives include centralized 
and decentralized water-oriented 
Systems and land application 
systems for both areas. They are 
in line with the goals of the 1972 
Federal Water Pollution Control 


Both Griggs and Olesen agree 
that there will not be another 
assistant superintendent of 
schools in the system. Griggs 
said he was looking for more ef- 
ficiency from the administra- 
tion, with Olesen agreeing that 
he can not see a need for 
another assistant to the 
superintendent.

University where he graduated 
magna cum laude in 1955. He 
entered Harvard Law School and 
earned his LLB in 1958. At the 
Harvard Law School, he served 
as president of the Law School 
Record and worked briefly as a 
research assistant following 
graduation. 

It was at this time that Nader 
decided to pursue his own 
research into questions affecting 
the rights of the consumer. From 
1961 to 1963, he was an adjunct 
instructor in the History Depart- 
ment at the University of Hart- 
ford. He then served as an assis- 
tant to Assistant Secretary of 
Labor, Daniel P. Moynihan in the 
Kennedy Administration. During 
this period, he also traveled in 
Europe, Africa and Latin 
America as a free-lance jour- 
nalist. 

In 1965, Nader published his 
devastating account of the 
designed-in dangers of American 
automobiles, Unsafe At Any 
Speed. This book along with his 
celebrated encounters with the 
automobile industry and his 
appearances before con- 
gressional committees 
catapulted Nader into national 
prominence as a consumer ad- 
vocate. 

In 1968, Nader established the 
Center for Study of Responsive 
Law and organized a group of 
young professionals, soon to be 
known as ‘‘Nader’s Raiders,” to 
work researching public interest 
issues. Their research has rang- 
ed from air and water pollution, 
to soil and food contamination, to 
abuses of health and safety, and 
to corporate monopolies. Nursing 
homes, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, and the Antitrust 
Division of the Justice Depart- 
ment are only a few of the sub- 
jects which have become task 
force reports and then converted 
into book form for the general 
public. 

Nader has since formed ad- 
ditional organizations such as the 
Center for Auto Safety, the 
Retired Professionals Group, 
and the Corporate Accountability 
Research Group. 

On college campuses, Nader 
has been actively encouraging 
the formation of local student 
consumer groups patterned on 
the Public Interest Research 
Group (P.I.R.G.) which he es- 
tablished in 1970 in Washington, 
D.C. In this realm, Nader has 
issued a manuel for student 
organizing, Action For A Change, 
and contends that there are over 
350,000 college students enrolled 
in the P.I.R.G. movement. 

Nader’s continuing work in 
automobile safety has been 
recognized to be in a large part 
responsible for the 1966 passage 
of the Motor Vehicle Safety Act, 
and the demise of the Corvair in 
1969. In 1971, Nader in collabora- 
tion with Lowell Dodge and 
Ralph Hotchkiss authored What 
To Do With Your Bad Car: An 
Action Manual for Lemon 
Owners. This book was followed 
in 1972 by an expanded and up- 
dated edition of Unsafe At Any 
Speed and by Small - - On Safety: 
The Designed-in Dangers of the 
Volkswagen written by the 
Center for Auto Safety. 

In November, 1971, Nader an- 
nounced what has come to be 
known as his ‘‘biggest raid’: the 
massive, 1000-man citizen’s in- 
vestigation of Congress. In Fall, 
1972, Nader issued the first fruits 
of the Congress Project with the 
book Who Runs Congress? The 
President, Big Business or You? 
Following this publication, 
Nader’s investigative group 
issued individual, twenty to forty 
page profiles of every member of 
Congress. Nine more books are 
expected to come forth from the 
Congress Project in 1973 and 
1974,

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Book Review 


In-Depth Witchcraft Stud 


By Barbara Wyper 
SALEM POSSESSED: 
The Social Origins of 

Witchcraft 

By Paul Boyer and 

Stephen Nissenbaum 

Every school year brings a new 
group of students to the library to 
learn all they can about 
witchcraft - in Andover, Salem, 
or elsewhere. The facts are 
thrilling, perhaps more so 
because many events happened 
here in our own Essex County, 
and often inspire trips to the 
witch houses in Salem. Two 
associate professors of history at 
the University of Massachusetts, 
not content with the facts already 
known and puzzled by the sudden 
rash of events in Salem and 
nowhere else, have published a 
book which goes far beyond the 
well-known facts sought by our 
junior high school students. 

Claiming to be the first 
historians to search the primary 
records of Salem Village, Paul 
Boyer and Stephen Nissenbaum 
present an in-depth study of the 
social conditions of this early far- 
ming village and attempt to es- 
tablish grounds for the outbreak 
of witchcraft. The authors un- 
cover many small-town issues 
which divided the townspeople 
into factions and often pitted the 
Villagers against the Townspeo- 
ple. The church became a 
political arena and the whole con- 
cept of Puritan morality, of the 
public good versus the private 
will, was questioned. In addition 
to moral issues, the growing 
pains of a rural agricultural com- 
munity tempted by the fruits of 
capitalism brought new areas of 
political and economic strife to 
the town. 

Boyer and Nissenbaum study 
several individuals in detail as 
examples of positions and 
opinions proliferating in Salem in 
the 1690’s. They also offer a 
collective profile of the witches 
and suggest psychological 
reasons why they were singled 
out by the afflicted women for 
prosecution. 

The authors do not offer a lot of 
first-hand accounts of trials and

accusations, probably realizing 
that these are available 
elsewhere.

‘ditorial Comment 


The Schools 


At the first meeting of the school committee with its 
new majority, so called, Supt. of Schools Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert commented rather significantly, we think, ‘‘the 
community vision of education in 1969, is apparently not 
the same in 1974 and the school committee should ar- 
ticulate in what direction the system should be moving.”’ 

The significance of the comment comes from the ap- 
parent mandate of the residents of the community who 
have changed the format of the school committee. 

It is not the first time there has been a change in the 
thinking, the philosophy, or whatever, as characterized 
by the makeup of the school committee. 

Andover is not particularly notable for its oft-changing 
majority of various municipal boards and committees. 
From time to time, the thrust of the majority of the 
school committee in particular has swung from one fac- 
tion to another. 

In 1974, it would appear that the education pendulum 
has made the full arc from its position of 1969 and it now 


rests with the majority to determine the course of public * 


education in Andover. 
We do not hold to the foreboding pre-election predic- 


tions of what would happen here, should the . 


“traditionalists” gain the upper hand. 

The time has come now for performance. 

The election is now history. It is time to shunt aside the 
differences of opinion and carry forward an educational 
program as expressed by the electorate. 

This will fall in the domain of Chairman Dr. Francis E. 
Griggs, Jr. who is to meet with Supt. Seifert and outline 
the educational philosophy for Andover’s schools in the 
coming weeks. 

Hopefully the direction will be articulated by 
sometime in May. 

Underlying all this, is the firm feeling that despite 
some lingering doubts due to personal feelings of some in 
the community, that the Andover school system will sur- 
vive and continue to serve the youth of the town well. 
And, despite some probable political or parental obstruc- 
tion, the youth of the community will continue to be 
molded into tomorrow’s leaders in Andover’s public 
schools. 

Suffice it to say, we would just as soon make this the 
valedictory for the school committee campaign of 1974 
and issue a challenge to get on with putting the school 
system in order. 


The Auction 


The Recycling Committee is apparently attempting to 
outdo the state’s sweepstakes commission with its in- 
novative ideas, and with equal success. 

The group which a year ago urged consideration of a 
recycling program as both economical and ecological for 
the community, has had considerable success with the 
town wide pickup of recyclable items.

It’s to be known as an auction, but could be considered 
a town of Andover Garage Sale. 

Scheduled for April 27 at Recreation Park, the Recycl- 
ing Committee is asking that Andover residents save all 
the items they intend to dispose of to be auctioned off ina 
family carnival atmosphere. 

What it amounts to is something that is no longer 
useable to you might be quite welcome to someone else.

While the local spots are pretty 
much filled, Mrs. Rubin says 
volunteers are still needed in 
Methuen and Lawrence. 

One ‘“‘untapped source’’ that 
Mrs. Rubin sees for the donation 
of items is the family attic. While 
most of those donations now 
come from merchants and 
businessmen, and from artists 
and craftsmen contributing their 


works, she says it’s possible that 
residents have antiques in their | 
attics that they don’t want -- but | 


that someone else might be hap- 
py to pay for. 

“Not just second-hand fur- 
niture,’’ she is quick to add, but 
genuine antiques that might, for 
example, have turned up when an 
old family home was broken up. 

In the past, the way residents 
have helped out was largely 
through cash donations - - and, of 
course, through buying items at 
the auction itself. 

Many of the 57 item donations 
from Andover last year, Mrs. 
Rubin goes on, were in the form 
of gift certificates - - for rounds 
of golf, tennis lessons, tuition, 
clothing, camp, dancing lessons, 
dinners, vacation weekends and 
the like. 

In addition, local painters and 
craftsmen donated 13 artworks - - 
three of which were chosen for 
the special pre-auction art show 
at the Prudential Center. 

This is a very good opportunity 
for artists, Mrs. Rubin adds, to 
have their works seen by a large 
audience. 

All of the 32 area chairmen, 
their team captains and the ‘‘go- 
getters,’’ are invited to a cham- 
pagne preview of the art show - - 
and are also eligible to par- 
ticipate, along with their 
husbands or wives, on the air dur- 
ing the auction itself. 

While liquor can’t be auctioned 
by law, Mrs. Rubin says, cham- 
pagne can be donated for the 
preview. 

Mrs. Rubin, who had been a 
team captain for two years 
before accepting her present job, 
served at the auction last year as 
a “bid runner,” - - carrying bids 
from the telephone takers to the 
bid writers who put them up on 
the board.

The U.S. Postal Service and UN Postal Departments are ex- 
pected to attend with their latest stamp issues. 

The UPU, which is now a specialized agency of the United 
Nations, was formed by a treaty of 22 nations meeting in Bern, 


Switzerland, in 1874. 


Each member nation now sends to Bern a certain number of 
every new stamp issued, and the samples gs on to each member 


country so they can alert their posta 


workers. The Union also 


determines if a stamp is too near that of another member, and 


Should be changed. 


The first movement toward an international agreement was 
started by U.S. Postmaster-General Montgomery Blair in 1863, 
though England had started a stamping system to prove prepay- 


ment of mail, in 1840, 


In 1862, in the middle of the Civil War, Blair invited every nation 
in the world to an international discussion in Paris to solve 
problems of mail crossing foreign borders. 

Fifteen nations responded, and later went home to try to get 
something ‘‘official’’ passed by their governments. Heinrich von 
Stephan, of North Germany then proposed a posta! union plan for 
all nations, and that proposal brought on further negotiations. They 
were interrupted, however, by the Civil War, and the France- 
Prussian War, and the talks didn’t resume until 1873, and end until 


1874. 


The nations who signed that first agreement were Austria,

Denmark, Egypt, France, Germany, Great Britain, 


Greece, Hungary, Italy, Luxembourg, The Netherlands, Norway, 
Portugal, Romania, Russia, Serbia, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland,
